Mr. Tornquist, who spcke -to 
Upland Rotarians at the Upland 
woman’s club, said that the asso-

short—so far short that only $2 
was received for the Christmas 
tree fund from a source outside 
of the chamber of commerce, 
and yet, in the last analysis, 
those things are for the enjoy- 
ment of the public. They do 
not, contrary to popular opin- 
ion, pay off in increased busi- 
ness. 

“To raise money it is neces- 
sary for a few people to leave 
their places ,of business, and 
personally contact potential 
contributors. Usually this 
means each person must devote 
not less than one full week of 
his time, in addition to his mon- 
etary contribution, to make the 
campaign work. 

“As a consequence, it has be- 
come almost impossible to se- 
cure people to do the job. 

“Our committee on commun- 
ity events and celebrations, un- 
der the able guidance of Chair- 
man Ralph Scott, has develop- 
ed a very nice program spec- 
ifically designed to make this 
year’s event very successful, 
but it cannot proceed to place 
orders for necessary material 
until assurance is given that 
money will be available. 

“What the whole thing boils 
down to is simply, that a few 
overburdened merchants can no 
longer continue to carry the 
ball. It must be determined if 
there is enough general support, 
and this means financial sup- 
port, to warrant going ahead, 
or must we abandon the project 
entirely ? 

“In closing, it must be made 
crystal clear that the merchants 
will not, as they did at Christ- 
mas time, assume a dispropor- 
tionate share of the financial 
burden even if it means discon- 
tinuance of this worthwhile 
event, which annually is’ en- 
joyed by so many people.”

Most people recognize that the present street naming 
and house numbering plan is confusing to newcomers and 
others—until after people have lived here long enough to 
get acquainted with the communities. We believe a plan 
can be followed, however, that will be easy for anyone to 
understand due to its simplicity and logic. 

Public officials and civic leaders in the two communi- 
ties, with the help of citizens, have the responsibility to 
work out g logical plan. This plan must be perfected 
sometime—the sooner the better.
